Fayette County Farm Homes Share Big Event 


Never before have Fayette County farm 
families had the opportunity to entertain 
55 guests and officials of a World Plowing 
Contest until the past week. It proved to 
be a great event in this community. 
These local families did a remarkable 
f e a t and demonstrated true American 
hospitality at its best. 
The significance and results of the few 
hours effort (certainly not few to those 
who conceived, organized and were hosts) 
have become increasingly apparent as we 
hear how much both host families and 
guests enjoyed these few hours together; 
also how much the foreign guests were de­ 
lighted with the warm - hearted hospitali­ 
ty shown and in several instances with the 
little gifts offered these guests to take 
home. 
As was reported in the news columns, 
the plowmen cam e here after at least 
three grueling weeks of hard competition 
and trying visitations. 
Probably they were apprehensive when 
their buses pulled into the Fairground 
and they saw* 30-odd families and cars 
waiting to rush them to the farm homes 
for dinners. 
As the cars moved out into the country­ 
side, we rather imagine the guests began 
thinking a bit more of their own farm 
regions back home. 
Some of the foreign guests, we have 
b e e n told, were surprised when they 
learned that American women could cook. 
They said that they had always been told 
that without cans and a can - opener — all 
Americans would starve to death. And 
they weren't kidding, or being polite. They 
really believed what they had been told 
during their past lives. 
Some farm fam ilies had guests who 
couldn’t speak a word of English and in 
at least one case no interpreters were 
available; n o n e that is. except a broth­ 
er's father-in-law\ He spent the day with 
the host and guests and thoroughly enjoy­ 
ed interpreting for his former country­ 
men. 
During the course of the conversation, 
at this particular home, it was learned 
that one of the guests had a relative living 
in one of the New England states, “but 
that is as far away as all the distance 
across ail of Europe,” he said. The host 
got the nam e and home place of the rela­ 
tive, and placed a long distance phone 
call. After a bit of delay, the relative was 
reached and talked with the visiting for­ 
eign plowman rn Fayette County. Both 
were joyous and somewhat amazed by 
this experience. 
It cost the local farm er several dollars, 


but what do you say, do you think it was 
worth it? Didn’t it add something to an 
appreciation of America? 


At every farm where a plowman was a 
guest, as you would expect, conversation 
was about farm equipment, crops, tem* 
peratures, rainfall and farming practices.

Answer: Some tumors of this 
type known as retroperitoneal 
tum ors are effectively treated by 
X-ray. However, whether or not 
this treatm ent would be effective 
in this case would depend upon 
the type of tum or present. 


The Russians and the Big Lie 
The London Disarm am ent Con­ 
ference to which Harold Stassen 
was sent has failed. That was 
inevitable. It would be wiser not 
to hold conferences which a r e 
bound to fail. 
The United Nations D isarm a­ 
ment Committee has been m eet­ 
ing since 1954 and was held 157 
sessions. Since M arch 18, 1957, 
it has met 81 tim es. What has 
come of it? Nothing. 
The point of it all w'as clearly 
set forth in Henry L. Roberts’ 
rem arkable book, “ Russia a n d 
Am erica,” in which he says: 
“ While the American stockpile 
bombs is estim ated to be con­ 
siderably larger, the ingredients 
for the creation of the therm on­ 
uclear bomb, triggered by an 
atom bomb, appear to be rela­ 
tively inexpensive. 
Both, the United. States and the 
Soviet Union are probably cap­ 
able of delivering on target sev­ 
eral hundred atomic bombs by 
piloted aircraft; within a rela­ 
tively short time they could prob­ 
ably deliver as even greater 
num ber of both atomic and ther­ 
monuclear bombs. 
The num ber of aircraft cap­ 
able of two-way missions (with 
or without air refueling is cur­ 
rently greater in the U n i t e d 
States, even though the Soviet 
development and production of 
intercontinental heavy jet bomb­ 
ers have been considerably more 
rapid than anticipated. . 
Soviet Russia’s advantage can 
come, not from disarm am ent but 
from neutralizing Am erican bas­ 
es outside < the United States. 
If Soviet Russia can succeed in 
neutralizing the entire A r a b 
world from the border of Iran 
to the Atlantic Ocean, it can re­ 
duce the value of our bases in 
Saudi Arabia and in North Af­ 
rica. 
If, by propagandists endeav­ 
ors, it can stimulate ill will be­ 
tween the United States a n d 
G reat Britain, it could happen, 
under a I abour government, that 
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we migfa* lose our bases in Great 
Britain. 
Some of this danger, of which 
all responsible persons must be 
aware, can be offset by techno­ 
logical improvements, particular­ 
ly in the development of missiles, 
but it must be recognized that 
in such an arm s competition as 
now engages all the world no 
industrial power, with ready ac­ 
cess to raw m aterials, is iong 
far behind in techn logy. 
Roberts, in his study, m a kes 
the sam e point, as I do. He says: 
. Moreover, Am erican over­ 
seas bases are much closer to 
the major Soviet targets t h a n 
Soviet bases are to the United 
States. With the completion of 
the American early warning net­ 
work, this advantage in overseas 
bases could make it possible, ev­ 
en if the Soviets initiated an at­ 
tack, for American planes to 
reach American targets. The ad­ 
vantage, of course, rests on the 
very im portant condition that 
the United States enjoys the right 
to use these bases which are not 
on American soil.” 
What this discussion c o m e s 
down to is that it is not to the 
advantage of Soviet Russia to 
agree to any form of disarm a­ 
ment at the present time. T h e 
advantage goes to the U n i ted 
States. Therefore, it is not to be 
expected that Soviet Russia will 
agree to anything. The question 
might be asked, why do t h e 
Russians press for conferences 
and use up valuable time attend­ 
ing them? 
The answer is that the Rus­ 
sians have discovered that they 
are very good at international 
propaganda and the the United 
States does not begin to under­ 
stand this particular art. Amer­ 
ican skill is in advertising com­ 
modities which we do better than 
anybody. We have learned how 
to sell the needed, unneeded and 
the unwanted. 
But we have no skill in trans­ 
mitting ideas. We event perm it 
the Russians, through their com­ 
munist parties, to steal our ideas, 
to twist them, to confuse us For 
instance, take th e work, dem ­ 
ocracy, which we thouht in this 
idea or practice it. 
We have the least class-con­ 
scious social system in all the 
world; The Russians have a class 
system which is almost as rigid 
as the Indian caste system . Yet, 
in most cou* tries in Europe, 
Asia and Africa the people be* 
live that Russia i* a classless 
society while ours is a stratified 
society. 
The Russians are particularly

skillful in handling the lie which 
to them becomes the truth be­ 
cause they say it. These propa­ 
ganda efforts have the efficacy 
of battles in a fighting war be­ 
cause what they accomplish is 
to move the position of nations 
and create new fields of attack,. 
For instance, the subjugation of 
Syria is a m ajor Soviet victory, 
as great as our success in the 
battle of the bulge.

the letter (Aug. 22) from the man 
who says his wife is driving him 
crazy with her “ ridiculous obses 
sion” about his drinking. 
In his recital I recognized my­ 
self of six years ago. Five or six 
drinks every night—“ after dealing 
with people all day” —was about 
my quota too—the quota I admit­ 
ted. 
And notice how lightly lie skims 
over his periodic heavy drinking 
I did that; and nobody could have 
told me that I was an alcoholic. 
But somehow, without 
having to 
hit bottom first, ’ did go to AA. 
Slowly I began to make the cor­ 
relation between my own drinking 
pattern and the history of some 
of the many speakers. 
Now, having been

three years, I can look back and 
s* t myself through my wife’s eyes, 
and as my friends saw me, at that 
time. Here we have the chap with 
the neurotic wife, so

Here is the typical incipient 
alcoholic, at an early stage in a 
disease

We in AA say that no one can 
diagnose an alcoholic and make 
him stop drinking. The individual 
must see the truth for himself, 
and make his own decisions—and 
then only for his own sake; not for 
his wife, his child or his job. 
I doubt that your plain speaking 
to E K will do more than set re­ 
sistance in his mind None of us 
alcoholics is quick to admit our 
problem. It seems we have to have 
the sad fact forced upon us by ex­ 
perience. 
Every man to his own opinion. 
And in my opinion, if E K. would 
attend AA meetings every night 
for a 
month — or maybe three 
nights a week for three months— 
he would begin to catch the drift 
of his drinking, as he likened to 
seasoned speakers. He might not 
get sober right away, but the edu­ 
cation that AA provides w o u l d 
give him an insight that can’t be 
gained by private reading of text­ 
books.
